$100,000,000 ISSUE PLANNED 


OTTAWA—Finance Minister Charles 
Dunning announced Monday night 
a new $100,000,000 issue of Domin- 
ion bonds will go on the market Thurs 
day, subsciption books opening at 
the Bank of Canada. 

The loan will take the form of 4 
and 1-2 years one per cent notes due 
March 14, 1941, offered at 98.5, to 
yield 1.40 per cent to maturity and 
three per cent perpetual bonds cal- 
lable after Septemb2r 15, 1966, priced 
at 96.50 to yield 3.11 per cent. 

Proceeds of the issue will be used 
for refunding Dominion obligations 
totalling $73,,168,200 and for gener- 
al purposes of government. 

The two maturing issues to be re- 
funded are as follows: $16,989,000 
two per cent bonds due October 15, 
1936 and $56,179,200, five per cent 
bonds, due November -5, 1936.

grees below zero. Its small fuel tank 
holds ordinary air that has been 
chilled until it is transformed from 
a gas into a liquid like water, The 
difference in temperature between 
this extraordinary fuel and the sur- 
rounding atmosphere provides the 
energy to run the motor. From the 
fuel tank, the liquid air passes to a 
chamber where it is allowed to ab- 
sorb heat from the exterior air, In 
doing so, it turns to vapor, much as 
water turns to steam when heated in 
a boiler. The pressure of the ex- 
panding air drives pistons in a pair 
of cylinders. Through an elaborate | 
system of auxiliary apparatus, vir- 
tually all the energy contained in 
the liqu'd air is reported to be re- 
covered. Because of its efficiency 
ind small bulk of fuel required the 
inventor foresees eventual applica- 
tion of his motor in automobiles, 
trains, ships, and especially in air- 
planes. The small bulk of fuel re- 
quired would also be an important 
advantage in aircraft. — Popular | 
Science.

Long-Distance Phoning | 
Australia Claims To Have Most 
Calls In The World 

Due to the distance from 
centres of civilization, Australia is 
confident it has more long-distance 
telephone calls than any other coun- 
try in the world. 

A report of postal authorities, who 
are in charge of long-distance tele- 
phone calls, shows a few feats of the 
past year to be as follows: 

A call of 19,000 miles from Syd- 
ney to Valparaiso, via London and 
Buenos Aires, with perfect reception. 

Frequent calls from Sydney to 
London, San Francisco and to South 
Africa. 

One call from Los Angeles to Syd- 
ney that occupied minutes and 
constituted as far as time is con- 
cerned the longest long-distance call 
ever made into Australia. At regular 
rates it would have cost $900. 

A conference call from London to 
Australia that embraced Johannes- 
burg, Bombay, Sydney, Melbourne, 
Adelaide and Perth, where everyone 
participating talked and heard each 
other as easily as though they were 
sitting around a conference table. 

Since the radio-telephone 
inaugurated there have 
7,000 calls between Australia and 
the outside world as far afield as 
Chile, the Saar, Hungary 
and Palestine.

GRAIN TRADE 
AND MINIMUM PRICE 


The Western Producer in its issue of September 3rd, refer- 
ring to the decision of the government in regard to the minimum 
price for wheat and its reception by Western farmers, says: 


“To them and to many of those whom they elected it must have 
come as a cruel disi'lusionment to find that their government 
chose to listen to and be guided by the grain trade and other 
reactionary elements in their midst while refusing even to acknow- 
ledge the submissions of organized agriculture”. 

. The implication that the grain trade or any section of it has 
at any time made representations to the Government, or to the 

Canadian Wheat Board, or has tendered advice to those bodies, 
relative to the establishment of the minimum price for wheat at 
87% cents per bushel or any other figure, is absolutely false. 

The interests of wheat producers and of the grain trade 
are identical in regard to grain prices, The prosperity of the grain 
trade in Canada is bound up with the prosperity of producers. It 
has no interest in keeping prices down. The figure of which the 
minimum price should be set is a matter to be decided by the 
Government having in view the loss which it might be prepared 
to sustain in the event of a decline in world wheat values, The 
mrain trade has repeatedly stated its belief that producers must 
be assisted to overcome the adverse conditions resulting from 
drought and excessively low prices, But it has been opposed to 
attempts to fix the price at which Canadian grain should be offered 
in the export markets or to hold Canadian wheat at prices above 
its relative value in world markets because such attempts must 
result in (a) loss of markets and diminution of sales, (b) the crea- 
tion of burdensome surpluses, (c) eventual loss both to oroducers 
ond taxpayers, and (d) encouragement of uneconomic and high- 
est production by our competitors. 

In the continuation of the open morket for gwrain and the 
preservation of every available channel through which Canadien 
grain can be sold are to be found a guarantee of the best returns 
to Canadian producers, To maintain such returns is as much the 
desire and interest of the grain trade as of the producers them- 
selves, 

There is room for honest difference of oninion as to what 
the minimum price should be. But there is no justification for fa'se 
imputations of motive and act.
